Union still planning 
demonstration at J-M

A lunch hour demonstration at the 
Johns-Manville plant is still planned 
although the one scheduled for Aug. 19 
was canceled earlier this week, ac­ 
cording to an official of Local 146 of the 
International Chemical Workers Union. 
Reasons for the demonstration are, ac­ 
cording to union officials. 
- J-M has stopped giving yearly 
health physicals to over half of the union 
workers. 
— The union wants its members to 
receive regular sputum cytology tests — 
a relatively new medical screening 
process which detects asbestos in the 
lungs. 
—The union wants a federal or state 
agency to conduct a health hazard 
evaluation of union workers. 
Until early this year J-M had all union 
workers physically examined once a year 
but now only has those men working with 
asbestos examined as per state law. 
A J-M spokesman said this morning 


that the physicals had to be cut back 
because “ of the malpractice problem 
and the doctor shortage.” 
J-M is now contracting with the Valley 
Medical Group to examine just the 
asbestos workers, he said. 
The J-M spokesman replied that all 
workers will receive yearly examinia- 
tions again when J-M can locate a doctor 
to do them. 
A union official says that it is impor­ 
tant that all workers receive a yearly 
physical because of the wide dust ex­ 
posure in the plant. 
(In February. J-M was cited by the 
3tate Division of Industrial Safety for 
“ failu re to adequately...control” 
diatomaceous earth dust “ resulting in 
harmful exposure" to employes in three 
plant locations The citation, however, 
was listed as non-serious.) 
The demonstration was canceled, said 
the official, until the union can get Dr. 
James Dahlgren. director of ambulatory 
medicine at the Cedars Sinai Hospital 
and a researcher in industrial illness, to

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (U P I) - Stung by 
President Ford’s success in winning an 
endorsement of the Equal Rights 
Amendment, conservatives on the 
Republican platform committee pledged 
today to challenge party support for ad­ 
ministration foreign policy. 
The conservatives, all stalwart sup­ 
porters of Ronald Reagan for the GOP 
presidential nomination, listed several 
issues on which they refused to com­ 
promise. One of them was U.S. control 
over the Panama Canal Zone. 
The inevitable foreign policy battle 
threatened to embarrass the administra­ 
tion and delay publication of the 
proposed 1976 GOP platform prior to the 
Republican National Convention beginn­ 
ing Monday. 
But Ford forces were determined to 
resist the conservatives, buoyed by their 
hardfought victory earlier today when 
the committee decided by a narrow vote 
to continue the party’s traditional sup­ 
port for ERA. 
“ The President was on the winning 
side," Ford manager Rogers Morton 
boasted after the ERA vote. 
By portraying Ford as a women’s 
rights advocate, the ERA victory was 
important to the President. But his 
feminist supporters failed to sustain the 
momentum, and the committee later 
overwhelm ingly endorsed a con- 
stitituional 
amendment depriving 
women of their right to have abortions. 
Both Reagan and Ford had consented 
to the abortion plank and the two can­ 
didates shared in many of the other 
domestic policy statements written by 
the unruly. 106-member committee. 
Before taking up foreign policy, the 
committee refused to back down on a 
declaration that oil companies are “ en­ 
titled to reasonablle profits." The energy 
plank also called for deregulation of oil 
and gas prices

ing up. Reagan conservatives promised 
to fight all the way over Panama, 
detente, Taiwan and a constitutional 
amendment against federal deficits. 
The com m ittee endorsed three 
proposed constitutional amendments 
which would prohibit forced school bus­ 
ing, allow voluntary honsectarian 
prayer in the schools and “ restore 
protection of the right to life for unborn 
children." 
Other planks would impose mandatory 
sentences for gun-related crimes instead 
of gun control; abolish federal aid to 
education and return equivalent taxing 
power — possibly the tobacco tax—to the 
states; reform Congress; simplify and 


reduce taxes; overhaul the welfare 
system, and balance the budget in lieu of 
wage-price controls or bills to create 
jobs. 
The committee agonized through more 
than an hour of debate before voting 51 to 
47 to reverse a subcommittee decision to 
take no position on ERA. Threatening to 
take it to the convention floor, ERA ad­ 
vocates also prevailed 59-31 against a 
plank opposing ERA.

Defense Secretary 
undergoes surgery 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Defense 
Secretary Donald Rumsfeld undergoes 
surgery today for tests on a small but 
possibly cancerous lump from his 
thyroid gland. 
Doctors at Bethesda Naval Hospital 
planned to perform a biopsy, or tissue 
examination, on Rumsfeld’s thyroid 
gland before removing the nodule The 
biopsy w ill determine whether the lump 
might be malignant. 
The 44-year-old Rumsfeld, who has 
been mentioned as a possible running 
mate of President Ford if he is 
nominated, entered the hospital Thurs­ 
day. An annual physical examination last 
week led to discovery of the growth on 
the thyroid gland, located on either side 
of the windpipe in his neck. 
The survival rate for thyroid cancer is 
extrem ely high, according to a 
spokesman for the National Cancer In­ 
stitute. If localized, the spokesman said, 
males having such cancer have a 99 per 
cent chance of surviving, compared with 
only 8 per cent for lung cancer. 
Rumsfeld heretofore has enjoyed ex­ 
cellent health. Before entering politics, 
he was captain of Princeton’s wrestling 
team and 150-pound football squad. He 
was an All-Navy wrestling champion 
during his three years as a pilot in the 
service. 


The victims, abandoned by their killer 
in a redwood grove at the entrance to 
Henry Cowell State Park, were iden­ 
tified as Vicki Bezore, 31, wife of a music 
critic from Rio Del Mar and Mary 
Gorman, 21, the daughter of an Oregon 
doctor. 
Hikers found the grisly remains 
Wednesday and Santa Cruz County 
Sheriff A1 Noren tentatively identified 
them Thursday. Noren also said he was 
checking leads found at the site of the 
killing that pointed to a possible suspect. 
He refused to elaborate. 
Santa Cruz authorities have captured 
and convicted three mass murderers — 
John Linley Frazier, Herbert Mullin Jr., 
and Edmund Em il Kemper II — for 26 
killings in separate death sprees in the 
last six years 
There have been 12 
recorded homicides in the county thus 
far in 1976 
The rugged mountain area long has 
been used as a hideout for drug dealers 
and other criminals and at the height of 
the mass murder trials a district at­ 
torney dubbed this area 75 miles south of 
San Francisco, the “ murder capital of 
the world.” 
Noren said identification material and 
clothing were found near the badly 
decomposed bodies of Mrs. Bezore and 
Miss Gorman. They vanished June 26 
after going for a pleasure drive. The car 
in which they were driving, Miss Gor­ 
man’s, was discovered the following day 
in the mountains with blood stains on the 
i front and rear seats. 
Their bodies were found a half mile 
north of Mullin’s first victim, a transient 
drunk hit with a baseball bat They were 
one mile north of the site where Mullin 
shot and killed four young boys in’ a 
makeshift tent. They were about 75 
yards off Highway 9, not far from the 


tunnel Frazier used to hide and bum the 
station wagon of murder victim Thomas 
Ohta after slaying the wealthy eye doc­ 
tor, his family and a nurse. 
The last recorded homicide here was 
that of a Dayton. Ohio, woman, Karen 
Percified. 26, who went for a midnight 
walk in the tiny town of Aptos May 20 and 
later was found stabbed to death.

KANSAS CITY (U P I) - President 
Ford’s chief delegate hunter said today 
Ford now has 1,135 first ballot votes — 
five more than needed to win the GOP 
presidential nomination next week —- 
and for the first time he provided a state- 
by-state breakdown of his strength 
The breakdown by Jam es Baker 
showed that Ford is relying heavily on 
West Virginia delegates counted as un­ 
committed by nearly all news media sur­ 
veys. Baker said 20 delegates in the state 
were for Ford, whereas U PI counts only 
13 for the President. 
Baker said Reagan has 1,031 delegates 
with 93 uncommitted. U P I’s count shows 
1.122 for Ford — eight short of the 
number needed, with 1,037 for Reagan 
and 100 uncommitted. 
Baker said not counting the 30-member 
uncommitted Mississippi delegation, 
Ford expected to win half the remaining 
63 uncommitted delegates 
“ I’m confident of a first ballot vic­ 
tory." Baker told a news conference 
“ But if it goes to a second ballot. I’m 
confident we will win there, too.” 
Baker’s breakdown for Ford was iden­ 
tical to U PI's nationwide survey except 
in seven states. Ford counts one more 
delegate in each of Iowa, New Jersey 
and New York; two more in each of Pen­ 
nsylvania and North Dakota; and U PI 
counts one more than the Ford cam­ 
paigners in Virginia. 
Baker said he has been assured by 
Maine Republicans that Ford will have 
15 “ solid votes" on the first ballot. Maine 
Republican Chairman John R, Lirmell 
has said eight Ford delegates might abs­ 
tain on the first ballot unless they are as­ 
sured that John Connally will not be 
Ford's running mate. 
Reagan picked up two previous uncom­ 
mitted delegates from St. Louis today. 
Baker said his surveys show no Ford 
delegates who would switch and vote for 
Sen James L Buckley of New York, if 
his name is put in nomination. 
Buckley said in New York he is not yet 
ready to say he will allow his name to be 
placed in nomination, and said the pos­ 
sibility has alarmed the Reagan camp 
who “ would like me to disappear.”

The Lompoc City Council has voted to 
spend $43,800 to hire three new city staff 
members, but it is expected to be money 
well spent. 
In fact, according to C ity Ad­ 
ministrator Gene L. Wählers, one of the 
new positions is expected to pay for itself 
several times over in added financial 
benefits to the city. 
The positions approved at the last 
meeting of the council include an equip­ 
ment mechanic for the corporate gar­ 
age, an urban planner for the Com­ 
munity Development Department and an 
assistant in the Fiscal Services Depart­ 
ment. 
The city expects no difficulty in filling 
the positions. In fact, the mechanic is 
already on duty, attending classes in 
South San Francisco at the present time 
to learn how to maintain properly the 
two new Mercedes Benz diesel-powered 
buses that will be delivered to the city 
early next week. 
The urban planner position is now be­ 
ing advertised, and an eligibility list 
already exists from last year for the 
fiscal services assistant. The position 
had been authorized in the previous 
budget but was not filled. 
In his request for the additional per­ 
sonnel. Wählers told the council with 
regard to the assistant in fiscal services 


"As you know, Congress recently ap­ 
proved a new Public Works B ill which 
we anticipate will make available funds 
for one or more of the city's current 
projects, such as the water reservoir 
now in preliminary design. 


“ Grant funds under this program as 
well as many other programs and 
projects will require additional staff 
time To accomplish this and to max­ 
imize our potential for grant funding, it 
is proposed to employ an additional as­ 
sistant ... 
“ Allocation of costs for the position 
will depend upon the projects undertaken 
and the division of time spent between 
utility and general fund assignments 
Current year costs are estimated at 
$15,000. This money, of course, may be 
returned to the city many times over 
through successful grant projects." 
Besides the launching of the pilot 
public transportation program involving 
the purchase of the two Mercedes Benz 
buses, other factors led to the decision to 
add an equipment mechanic to the cor­ 
porate garage staff. Wählers said. 
“ The number and complexity of city 
vehicles, including specialised equip­ 
ment such as the aerial truck and brush 
chipper for the Park Department, have 
increased over the past several years.” 


the city administrator told the council. 
“ This has been a good investment for 
the city in that without some erf the 
specialized equipment we now have, 
several additional maintenance person­ 
nel would be required. 
“ The equipment also is increasing in 
age, requiring additional maintenance 
time.” he added. 
The mechanic who has been hired is at­ 
tending the Mercedes Benz maintenance 
classes in the Bay Area under a program 
in which the bus manufacturer pays a 
substantial portior of the cost of atten­ 
dance. 
Before the new addition, there were 
three mechanics maintaining 150 city 
vehicles — an average of one for every 
50. Ric Rea of the personnel section of 
the city checked other communities of 
similar size and found that this ratio is 
the highest cf any of the cities surveyed, 
with the average being one mechanic for 
every 26 vehicles. 
The value of the position w ill be 
realized in the maintenance of the buses 
alone, it was pointed out. With proper 
maintenance — which can be somewhat 
critical compared to other vehicles — 
the buses can be expected to give excep­ 
tional service at a cost per mile well 
below that of conventional gasoline- 
powered vehicles, said Bob Livingstone, 
assistant to the city administrator. 
Without the proper maintenance, 
however, the bus life w ill be reduced and 
the costs of operation increased, he ad­ 
ded. 
Wahlers told the council that the ad­ 
ministrative requirements of the Com­ 
munity Development Block Grant 
funding have increased significantly 
since the city went into the program. 
“ The required studies, records and 
reports are taking a significant amount 
of time of our community development 
and fiscal services staff," Wahlers said, 
adding. “ We have been advised by the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development that costs of administering 
the program should be charged to the 
Block Grant program and in fact it is a 
violation of the Community Develop­ 
ment Act if it is not handled in this man­ 
ner, * 
“ In addition to the need for staff time 
for processing the Block Grant program, 
additional staff is needed for the many 
comm unity developm ent projects 
currently under way," Wahlers said. 
He noted that the urban planner posi­ 
tion would take care of this extra work 
and that the maximum salary of approx­ 
imately $1,400 per month would come 
mostly if not entirely from CDGB funds 
“ It is proposed to utilize the $19,000 in 
the current year program contingencies 
for this purpose," he said. 
Rep. Hays announces he's 
quitting re-election race

Hays, D-Ohio, who admitted having an 
affair with Washington staff aide 
Elizabeth Ray, announced today he is 
quitting his race for re-election, citing

Hays was removed as head of the 
House Administration Committee he 
built into a power base and resigned 
from the chairmanship of the committee 
that handed out campaign funds to 
Democratic congressional candidates 
because of allegations by Miss Ray she 
was paid $14,000 a year to be his mis­ 
tress 
In a brief statement which followed his 
official withdrawal from the race filed in 
East Liverpool, Ohio, Hays said he 
already had decided to retire in 1978. He 
had told reporters many times that he 
had planned to run for governor of Ohio 
then 
But he said, “ The current state of my 
health, coupled with the harrassment my 
family and I have taken from the 
Washington Post have led me to con­ 
clude that I should step down at the end 
of my current term.” 
Mrs. Roberta Resnick, director of the 


Columbiana County board of elections, 
said the board today received a letter 
dated Aug. 10 from Hays saying, “ I here­ 
by submit my resignation for the 
nomination as representative to 
Congress on the Democratic ticket for 
the November. 1976, election." 
Hays. 65, is currently winding up his 
14th term in Congress, 
Despite having won renomination in 
the June 8 primary after the Washington 
Post quoted Miss Ray as saying she 
couldn’t type or even answer telephones, 
Hays decided against running for 
another term from his eastern Ohio dis­ 
trict. 
Miss Ray was featured in this month’s 
Playboy Magazine picture spread on 
Washington women, along with Fanne 
Foxe, the stripper whose involvement 
with Rep. Wilbur Mills, D-Ark., two 
years ago began his fall from power. 
Mills has also declined to seek re- 
election. 
Hays, who was used to winning by 
landslides in both primary and general 
elections, defeated Democrat Nick Car- 
nick in the primary by a closerthan-usual 
margin of 142.716 to 26,971.

Crosby’s recent one-man show at the Lompoc Library. His art 
represents something to him, but he won’t say what. 
Village artist keeps secret 
meaning of his endeavors

His wife says a third grader 
could have made them. 
But 
Bill 
Crosby 
of 
Vandenberg Village disagrees. 
The four pots hove been made 
in the spirit of Zen. which ac­ 
counts for their deceptive ap­ 
pearance. 
His wife declares even she 
could have made them, but 
Crosby — a 23-year-old art 
major at UCSB — knows better. 
“ The skill of the potter 
doesn’t come through unless 
another potter is looking at 
them,” he explained. 
Crosby has been working in 
clay since 1971, starting at 
Allan Hancock College. But the 
four pots he recently made are 
his best “ pieces’’ ever, he 
believes. 
The pots are so “exciting” 
that he refuses to sell them and 
this explains why they were not 
included in his one-man show 
that just ended in the multipur­ 
pose room of the Lompoc 
Public Library. 
“I just couldn’t bring myself 
to show them,” he said. 
“They’re just ... they’re just 
mine.” 
What Crosby had in the show 
were 11 sculptures. Seven hung 
on the wall and looked more 
like paintings. The remaining 
four pieces (“I call all my work 
pieces ” ) were a little more 
conventional, but they were not 
what you would have expected 
either. 
Two could be mistaken for 
musical instruments, one piece 
didn't resemble art any more 
than a ball and chain did and the 
eleventh sculpture had been 
named by his wife as “Hot 
Fudge Scoop.” 
The seven hanging sculptures 
were large and brightly colored 
flat squares of framed 
Masonite. It takes him weeks to 
finish just one because their 
making involves the same steps 
as painting a car. 
That is, laminating, sanding, 
priming and painting. 
One to two gallons of expen­ 


sive paint adorn each surface. 
Like all of Crosby’s pieces, 
the hanging sculptures — as 
puzzling as they may appear — 
were there to be experienced by 
the viewer, not to be thought 
about, according to the sculp­ 
tor. 
“They represent something 
to me,” says Crosby, but he 
declines to say what. 
The pieces, for this reason, 
were untitled. 
In an interview last week, he 
did talk, if briefly, about a piece 
in 
th e 
show 
called 
“Breakable.” It looked like a 
steel ball chained to another 
steel ball. 
“Breakable” is actually the 
first of a series of sculptures he 
is planning on social bonds. 
For example, said Crosby, 
marriage is a social bond. With 
legal bindings, this institution 
appears unbreakable like two 
heavy balls chained together. 
But in truth a marriage can be 
broken very easily — as easily 
as his sculpture “ Breakable” 
can be broken. 
The sculpture looks in- 
destructable, but it is only 
made out of clay. 
What does he have against 
marriage? 
"Nothing,” he smiled, “it’s 
great. It’s just that it can be 
broken very easily like clay.” 
The 1971 graduate of Cabrillo 
High School plans to attend the 
University of Maine to earn an 
MA in art. After that he may 
teach pottery. 
Crosby loves to work with 
clay; he talks about pottery

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Palestinian gunmen fight 
to hold refugee camp

BEIR U T , Lebanon (U P I) — 
A handful of Palestinian gun­ 
men fought hand-to-hand bat­ 
tles today in a desperate at­ 
tempt to hold on to a small cor­ 
ner of a refugee camp already 
overrun by tank-backed Chris­ 
tian forces. 


The Christians stormed into 
the 74-acre Tal Zaatar camp 
Thursday, driving the last 


defenders into a line of shell- 
damaged buildings in the 
northeast corner. 


The capture marked the end 
of the longest and fiercest bat­ 
tle of Lebanon's 17-month-old 
civil war and eliminated the 
last leftist stronghold in eastern 
Beirut. 


The Christians predicted the

Privacy act 
wins approval 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
Senate has voted to require 
government agents to obtain 
court authorization or customer 
permission before they can 
view financial records kept by 
banks.

Right to Financial Privacy 
Act." the measure (AB3367) 
was approved on a 90-3 vote 
Thursday and returned to the 
Assembly for consideration of 
amendments.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (U P I) - 
For liberal Republicans, the 
1976 GOP National Convention 
promises only disaster. Hiey 
are the party outcasts. 
Once dominant in the conti- 
nous idealogical battle with 
conservatives, the GOP liberals 
have plummeted to a new low: 
— They do not have a can­ 
didate in contention. 
— Their titu la r leader. 
Nelson Rockefeller, is on the 
sidelines. 
— The GOP platform w ill be 
written by conservatives. 
— And their presidential can­ 
didate w ill be a conservative, 
either Gerald Ford or Ranald 
Reagan. 
What happened to the so- 
called Eastern liberal wing of 
the party which won with 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in 1952 
and 1956 and at least could 
come into the conventions back­ 
ing a Rockefeller, Romney or 
Scranton? 
In effect, the liberals were 
boxed in by circumstances. 
If Richard Nixon had comp­ 
leted his term or Gerald Ford 
had decided against seeking a 
full four years of his own, the 
liberals certainly would have 
put up a candidate. 
There were strong indications 
that Rockefeller, before he was 
appointed vice president, was 
ready for one more run Sen. 
Charles Percy of Illinois had 
already started an exploratory 
campaign. There may have 
been others 
But all those plans were drop­ 
ped when Ford announced he 
would seek the GOP presiden­ 
tial nomination and his oppo­ 
nent would be Ronald Reagan. 
By running a candidate of 
their own, the liberate knew 
they could only siphon dele­ 
gates from Ford and perhaps 
hand the nomination to Reagan. 
In a pragmatic move, they 
decided to band behind Ford as 
the lesser of two political evils. 
Iro n ically. Sen. 
Richard 
Schweiker, a card-carrying 
member of the East Coast wing 
beforW he abruptly defected to 
become Reagan's potential vice 
presidential candidate, sum­ 
med up the liberals' dilemma. 
That was early this year when 
he was backing Ford. 
“ ...We have to make choi­ 
ces." Schweiker said. “ Politics 
is the art of the possible.’’ 
“ Ford isn’t running against 
Rockefeller. He isn’t 


against Mathias. He isn’t runn­ 
ing against Percy. He’s running 
against Reagan. 
“ It’s Ford vs. Reagan and I ’ll 
support Ford down the line,” 
Schweiker said, summing up 
the feeling the liberate still 
hold. “ If Ford got out of the 
race, that's another ball 
game.’’ 
With a conservative presiden­ 
tial candidate running on a 
conservative-written platform, 
what can the liberate hone for in 
Kansas City? 
First and foremost that Ford 
will beat Reagan. 
Second, that Ford will select 
a moderate-liberal as his vice 
presidential candidate. They 
already are disquieted by 
Ford’s romance with former 
Texas Gov. and Treasury 
Secretary John Connally. 
They would much prefer 
someone like Commerce Secre­ 
tary Elliot Richardson, Mary­ 
land Sen. C h arles M cC. 
Mathias, Massachusetts Sen 
Edw ard Brooke, Defense 
Secretary Donald Rumsfeld, 
Rockefeller, Percy.

witness has indicated during 
the last day of federal hearings 
into the tragic Yuba City bus 
crash that a worn compressor 
belt which caused brake failure 
apparently was overlooked dur­ 
ing routine inspections. 
Jack Huebsch, who tested the 
belt following the May 21 crash, 
testified Thursday that it was 
used (Hi the bus for “ quite some 
tim e" after the first signs of 
deterioration 
appeared. 
Huebsch is an employe Of Gates 
Rubber Co., which produced the 
belt. 
Twenty-eight students and a 
chaperon were killed when the 
bus careened off a Martinez off­ 
ramp and landed on its roof 21- 
feet below. The students, most 
of them choir members, were 
on their way to an out-of-town 
performance when the accident 
occurred. Twenty-three others, 
including bus driver Evan 
Prothero, 51, were injured. 
The California Highway Pa­ 
trol concluded last June that 
the belt broke sometime before 
the accident, causing a de­ 
crease in air pressure and the 
eventual loss of air brakes. 
Herb Brown, secretary-trea- 
surer of the Student Transporta­ 
tio n Lines, Inc., of Marysville, 
which chartered the ill-fated 
bus, testified earlier that he 
visually checked the belt the 
morning of the trip and found it 
in good condition. 
“ Looking at the top of a belt 
is like looking at the side of a 
tire to see if it is worn," 
Huebsch said. 


He said that in his opinion the 
belt had been used between 200 
and 1,000 miles after the first 
signs of deterioration appeared. 
He also confirmed the CHP 
findings that the belt had been 
oil-soaked. 
“ Defects in belts appear 
gradually," said Huebsch. “ I 


couldn’t predict the life of such 
a belt because of all the un­ 
knowns connected with driving. ’ 


The board w ill prepare a final 
report on the accident in six 
months. 
Philip Hogue, chairman of 
the inquiry board, told U PI that 
the hearings may produce 
legislation aimed at safer 
school buses, possibly require­ 
ments for hatches in the floor 
and stronger frames to avoid 
collasping roofs. 


Parents of many of the 
children who died in the crash 
listened intently to the testimo­ 
ny during the hearings, some 
bowing their heads when the ac­ 
cident was detailed. 


Charles Sweet, the state’s 
chief traffic engineer, said the 
bus accident was the first 
recorded case where a vehicle 
vaulted off a bridge or ramp of 
the design of the Martinez exit 
ramp.

An abatement order directed 
at Shell Oil Company * Payne 
Lease in the Santa Maria Valley 
oil field was voted Wednesday 
by the Santa Barbara County 
Air Pollution Control District 
hearing board. 


The company operations, it 
was shown during s bearing of 
almost three hours in Santa 
Barbara, have produced 
hydrogen sulfide odor problems 
in the area, including the Lake 
Marie Estates described as be­ 
ing about s mile to the 
southeast of three wells drilled 
by Shell 


Unless the company meets 
strict conditions of the abate­ 
ment order, it would go into ef­ 
fect Sept. 1 and a shutdown 
would result. Board chairman 
Osborne BrazeRon said. 


The company's application 
for an interim variance to con­ 
tinue using equipment current­ 
ly exceeding sulfur dioxide 
emission standards of the 
county will he heard at a 
further public hearing Sept. 1 in 
Santa Barbara, Brazelton, 
Santa Barbara attorney, added. 


Motion for the abatement 
order cam e from board 
member James Bucbert, and 
conditions were set after input 
from district director John 


English and board members. 
The company has been found 
to he exceeding county stan­ 
dards of sulfur dioxide ef­ 
fluence from a flare, which 
burns hydrogen sulfide 
The Payne Lease facilities 
were described as being about 
three-quarters of a mile north 
of the U S. 101-Clark Ave in­ 


tersection 
Shell spokesman Ronald 
Molinari asked the board to 
grant a 90-day variance to allow 
the company to complete the 
evaluation and testing of its 
wells. If this proves successful, 
the company plans to install 
permanent facilities for a 15- 
well program that would be 
adjacent to existing facilities. 


and allow transmission of sour 
gas to go to the Stretford unit in 
Cat Canyon, he said. 
The hearing board was told 
the estimated cost of such new 
facilities could he 8900.000. 
Molinari added that if more 
wells can’t he justified, the 
flare gas will be “brought into 
compliance” with county 
regulations or it would be 


transferred to the Cat Canyon 
unit depending on volume 
Conditions laid down under 
the abatement cutter include the 
following:

Shell is also appealing county 
denial of its operating permit, 
and this matter is due to come 
before the hoard early this fall.

WICHITA, Kan. (UPI) - In a 
guarded hospital room, a teen­ 
ager told police his motives for 
opening fire from the top of 
Kansas' tallest building on a 
busy downtown street. A third 
victim of the sniping attack 
died in the same hospital Thurs­ 
day while police talked with the 


Michael Soles, 19, of Sand 
Springs, Okla., was arraigned 
on three charges of murder. 
Police said Soles, who was in 
fair condition with shotgun 
pellet wounds, gave them a 


motive for the shootings, but 
that it would.not be revealed un­ 
til his case goes to trial. 
The suspect's father, James 
Soles, said his son had moved to 
Wichita recently to look for 
work as a welder and may have 
been dejected by not finding a 
job. 
Judge Owen Ballinger of 
Common Pleas Court, holding 
court in the hospital room, also 
arraigned Soles, described by 
relatives as religious, quiet and 
nonviolent, on charges of com­ 
mission of murder during a 


felony, aggravated assault, 
aggravated burglary add ag­ 
gravated assault against a law 
enforcement officer. 
Bail was set at $1 million, the 
highest ever in Kansas. A hear­ 
ing was set for next Wednesday 
in Ballinger’s court. 
The third victim was Mark 
Falen. 23. of Wichita. He was 
shot in the neck during 
Wednesday’s sniping attack 
from a balcony on the 26th floor 
of the Holiday Inn. 
Two other men died and 
seven were wounded by the 


sniper firing into the busy 
street. 
Joseph Goulart, 56, a free­ 
lance news photographer, who 
had heard the report of a sniper 
on his police band radio, 
arrived at the Scene and was hit 
in the chest by a bullet that 
s m a s h e d 
through 
the 
windshield of his car. Elmer W. 
Hensley, 57, a glass company 
employe working near the 
hotel, died of a wound in the 
back. 
Police said the sniper carried 
two rifles and a lunch pail onto 


a hotel balcony and started his 
deadly spray of bullets. Police 
fired from an adjoining bal­ 
cony. ending the assault with a 
shotgun blast. Soles was wound­ 
ed in the arms and leg.

River crossing fund appeal 


A hearing on an appeal filed 
by the Santa Ynez Community 
Services D is trict on the 
eli^bility of funding for a river 
crossing in Solvang to handle 
wastewater from Santa Ynez 
and scheduled before a hearing 
officer of the California Water 
Resources Control Board in 
Sacramento for Monday. Aug 
23, has been postponed in­ 
definitely 
This was revealed at a 
meeting of the Santa Ynez dis­ 
trict board Wednesday night 
It was announced that a 
request for postponement was 
filed with the state by Atty. 
Peggy McElligott. who repre­ 
sents the Santa Ynez district, 
on the basis that she had not yet 
received sufficient data from 
the Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District engineering firm 
of Brown and Caldwell to 
adequately provide testimony 
and information in support of 
the project. 
SMID is involved in the Santa 
Ynez project because the deep 
river crossing in Solvang is a 
part of one of two alternatives 
suggested for the Santa Ynez 
project. 
Under this alternative, which 
met with favor by a majority of 
those attending a pair of project 
E IR hearings in Santa Ynez, an 


interceptor would be con­ 
structed from Santa Ynez to 
Solvang and the existing, 
enlarged SMID sanitary treat­ 
ment plant through a joint 
Santa Ynez River water cross­ 
ing facility. 
This alternative, it has been 
pointed out. would require a 
jo in t powers agreem ent 
between SYCSD and SMID. plus 
additional state and federal 
funding 
The state has previously 
ruled that the river crossing is 
ineligible for grant funding. 
The second alternative would 
involve the building of a gravity 
interceptor along the Zanja de 
Cota through the Santa Ynez In­ 
dian Reservation to a treat­ 
ment plant which would be 
owned and operated by the 
Santa Ynez District at a site 
near the Santa Ynez River. 
A spokesman for the Santa 
Ynez district said yesterday 
that the district was “ hopeful 
that the district’s entire system 
collection would be deemed 
grant eligible The deep river 
crossing is still the main is­ 
sue,” the district represen­ 
tative said. 
Necessity for asking for a 
postponement of the hearing 
because of lack of information 
became readily apparent, it 


was reported to the board by 
Atty. McElligott. following a 
meeting she attended in the 
state attorney’s office in 
Sacramento Aug. 2. 
It was also reported to the 
board that a revenue study of 
the project must be completed 
in order to obtain concept ap­ 
proval from the state. 
It was also noted that the 
revenue study cannot be ac­ 
complished until a specific 
alternative for the project is 
chosen, and negotiations on a 
joint powers agreement with 
SMID are concluded. 
Engineer Bob Flowers told 
the board that most erf the 
material which should be in­ 
cluded in the final E IR will be 
ready for presentation to the 
board by Aug. 20 
It was 
pointed out that the final E IR 
must include the recommended 
alternative for the project.

church and museum rooms. 
From 1972 until the present 
tim e much in the way of 
restoration has been com­ 
pleted, including the installa­

Further discussion on County 
Airport Committee recommen­ 
dations favoring fixed base and 
airplane maintenance leases 
for Santa Ynez County Airport 
is due to surface Monday by the 
Board of Supervisors at its 
weekly meeting in Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
The board held up action on 
the recommendations last week 
when Supervisor Jam es M. 
Slater, a dissenting member of 
the airport committee, told 
other board members he felt 
“ dissatisfaction” of long 
standing in the Santa Ynez 
Valley community against 
William Luke as fixed base 
operator was sufficient to cause 
the board to open up the lease 
proposal for bidding. 
Supervisor Francis H. Beat­ 
tie, of Lompoc, had supported 
the proposals of the committee 
of which he is a member. The 
proposals to renew Luke’s lease 
and set up a separate 
maintenance lease for Bob 
D’agostini had been approved 
by the committee by a 3-2 vote. 
Luke’s fleet of elderly rental 
cars was immobilized by the 
board in July due to insurance 
problems, and Slater said this 
was another reason for opening 
up the proposal for bidding.

He’s got a shaved head, some new ideas on how to 
play free safety, and that same old love for 
crunching football carriers. And Johnnie Gray is 
ready for the 1976 football season. 
Gray is the Lompoc High, Hancock College and 
Fullerton College grad who walked into the Green 
Bay Packers’ training camp as a free agent a year 
ago and won a starting spot and NFL all-rookie 
honors. 
Forget the old sophomore jinx. Last week against 
Tampa Bay, Johnnie intercepted a Steve Spurrier 
pass and ran it back 33 yards. The week before he 
just missed intercepting a pass against Cincinnati, 
‘and it would have been six — I had 85 yards of 
dear field.” 
Last year Gray earned his position and his 
reputation by hitting people. 


"I played the run well, but I didn’t play the pass 
that well last year,” said Gray yesterday in a phone 
interview from the Pack’s camp in Green Bay. 
“This year I want to put both those things 
together.” 
Johnnie is working under a new defensive back 
coach, former Detroit all-pro Dick La Beau 
“I’ve really learned a lot,” said the 5-11, 185 
pound Gray. “They’ve really got me reading the 
quarterback a lot more than I was before ... instead 
of just acting like a robot. 
“Last year 1 proved to myself, hey, I can hit with 
anybody in the league. It’s just a matter of can I 
play free safety with anybody in the league. This 
year I feel confident out there.” 


Hit and run 
Longley gets last punch 


THOUSAND OAKS, Calif. (UPI) - The on-again, off- 
again quarterbacking feud between Roger Staubach and 
CUnt Longley ended with just one punch. 
As far as brawls go, Thursday’s brief bout in the Dallas 
Cowboys’ training room wasn’t much. But it should leave 
lasting memories for all concerned. 
For the record Longley won by a TKO, sending Staubach to 
the hospital with a 10-stitch gash above his eye. But the once 
heir-apparent to the Cowboys’ No. 1 quarterbacking job 
might be the loser in the end. 
Longley stomped out of camp and the Cowboys immediate­ 
ly suspended the three-year veteran without pay. Today he is 
likely to be on the trading block. 
“Longley has made his feelings clear about what he 
wants—that is to be traded,” Coach Tom Landry said. “And 
if that is so, then I will try to accommodate him,” 
General Manager Tex Schramm agreed, saying the Cow­ 
boys “usually have taken into consideration the desires of a 
player who wanted to be traded.” 
It was the second fight in a week for the two quarterbacks. 
The two had engaged in a Monday scuffling match after hav­ 
ing words during a passing drill. But according to Staubach, 
there was nothing to precipitate the Thursday fight. 


“I didn’t provoke him at all,” Staubach said. “He came at 
me. He hit me with a gutless punch. He hit me just as I was 
putting on my shoulder pads and I fell and hit ray head on the 
scales. The next thing I knew, my teammates were all 
around me keeping me from getting at him.” 
A Cowboy spokesman said there hadn’t been any bad feel­ 
ing between the two. 
“There’s been no feeling at all. Longley’s side of the story 
is that Staubach is such a competitor that he won’t allow 
anyone competing for his job to be a friend. Staubach’s story 
is that Longley never wanted to be friendly,” he said. “You 
get all kinds of stories.

PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) - The designated hitter, one of 
the most hotly debated issues in baseball, will be permitted 
for the first time in this year’s World Series. 
American League owners won their battle for acceptance 
of the designated hitter—a 10th player batting for the 
pitcher— at baseball’s annual summer meetings Thursday. 


Commissioner Bowie Kuhn cast the tie-breaking vote, 
adopting an AL proposal that the DH be used in alternating 
World Series, beginning this year. The National League, 
which had succeeded in banning the rule from the Series 
since the AL adopted it in 1673, remained staunch against 
any use of the designated hitter. 


NL owners said the rule was against the best interests of 


baseball and would open the door for designated runners and 
other specialized players 
In announcing his decision, Kuhn said, “I should say, that 
as commissioner, I have stressed to both leagues that I think 
it most desirable to adopt a uniform approach to the regular 
season with this problem. I have named a committee of 
three members of each league to address themselves to the 
problem and the ways and means of reaching agreement.” 
In other action, the owners agreed to pay any indemnifica­ 
tion incurred by officers of baseball acting in good faith and 
the performance of their duties. Specifically, it applied to 
Kuhn and members of the executive council named de­ 
fendants in a suit filed by Oakland A’s owner Charles Finley 
after Kuhn nullified the sale of three Oakland players. 


Valuable Player. 
“My goal this season was to reach my 
full potential,” says Foster.

Doc Counsilman’s kindly face 
becomes glum as a prune when 
the achievements of the United 
States Olympic swimmers are 
obscured as he believes they 
have been. 
"Did you see the American 
magazines recently?" asked 
the U.S. men’s Olympic swim­ 
ming coach. "It’s all Nadia 
Comaneci on the covers: ‘A 
Star Is Bom,’ ‘She Stole The 
Show.* My goodness, she’s only 
a child She probably shouldn’t 
have been competing. The Rus­ 
sians were particularly upset. 
They feel you should be post- 
pubescent to participate in the 
Olympics. They have a point. So 
she became the ‘darling of the 
Olympics.* Well, people are 
fascinated by children and pup­ 
pies and kittens ... 
"Nadia’s body is so small it 
h a sn 't developed y et. I 
remember when we had little 
girls diving. They would hit the 
water without a splash. But 
when diving hoards were made 
h e a v ie r, the g irls w ere 
eliminated. They are too light 
to get the necessary lift. 
"I thought the men gymnasts 
were much more impressive 
with what they did with their 
bodies. But you have to look 
damn hard to read about them, 
and to read about the swim­ 
mers And to my mind, the top 
moment in the Olympics was 
when Jim Montgomery broke 
the 50-second harrier in the 100- 
meter freestyle." 
"I know Nadia got a handful 
of perfect scores," continued 
Counsilman, "but the publicity 
for them should have gone to 
the judges. They ought to ex­ 
plain what score someone 
should get who does a more dif­ 
ficult routine than Nadia. 
Besides, there was a perfect 
score recorded in diving — by 
Klaus DibUi — and who knows 
about it?** 
Dr. John Edward Coun­ 
cilman. the 56-year-old. white- 
haired distinguished swimming 
coach of Indiana University—a 
former national swimming 
champion, adviser on President 
Ford’s Physical Fitness coun­ 
cil, adviaer to the Phillips oil 
company program (the only 
private company to help sub­ 
sidise swimming on a national 
level), prolific author of 
authoritative swimming books 
—may be forgiven his under­ 
standable prejudices 
Jim Montgomery, who hap­ 
pens to attend Indiana Univer­ 
sity. broke the Olympic record 
held by Mark Spitz, an Indiana 
alumnus, and the world record 
held by himself 
" It’s incredible to think 


what’s been happening in swim­ 
ming," continued Counsilman. 
"You know, the first winning 
Olympic time in the 100-meter 
freestyle was about two ami a 
h alf tim e s lo n g er than 
Montgomery’s." The time was 
1:22 2 by Alfred Hajos of 
Hungary. 
"Johnny Weismuller broke 
the one-minute barrier in the 
1924 Olympics, with a time of 50 
seconds flat. Don Schollander’s 
Olympic-record winning time 
was 53.4 in 1964 in Tokyo. He 
coulcbTt even qualify for the 
Olympic trials now with that 
time 
"ScholLander won the 400- 
meter freestyle that year with a 
4:12.2. That wouldn't even be 
good enough to win the 
women's 400-meter freestyle 
this Olympics. The winner did it 
in 4:09.” 
There are numerous reasons 
for the tremendous progress in 
swimming. Counsilman credits 
the improvement to nutrition, 
to the increased knowledge of 
coaches in matters of science 
and the human body, to better 
pools that cut down waves, to 
an understanding of bow untap­ 
ped human potential is. Mostly, 
though. Counsilman credits im­ 
provement in training methods. 
“That Hungarian in 1896 
probably trained by sitting 
around with his buddies and 
talking about swimming." said 
Counsilman 
"Weismuller was not the 
world s most ardent training 
specimen, either He might 
work out in the pool for an hour 
a day. three or four days a 
week Then he’d spend the rest 
of the time recuperating from 
his weekend ” Johnny liked 
liquids, in or out of the pool. 
The Russians, notes Coun­ 
silm an , have been e x ­ 
perimenting with keeping their 
swimmers in a pool for seven 
hours a day. six days a week. 
"I think that’s more than the 
body can take. There are limits 
Jim Montgomery.’’ continued 
Counsilman. "spends perhaps 
three to four hours five or six 
days a week in the pool. Then he 
spends a minimum of an hour a 
day on something we call Iao- 
Kinetics He lays prone on a 
board and imitates his swimm­ 
ing stroke, but does it against a 
device to increase resistance 
"I think Iso-Kinetics is a 
tremendous addition to the 
training procedures Mark Spits 
just got in at the beginning of it. 
four years ago. 
"Thinking of Mark, here’s an 
example of the changes in the 
last four years in the individual 
events kn which he won gold 


medals. With Mark’s times 
from the 1971 Olympics, he 
would have placed third in the 
100-meter freestyle this time, 
fifth in the 200-meter butterfly, 
fifth in the 200-meter freestyle, 
and first in the 100-meter but­ 
terfly. It’s a remarkable ac­ 
complishment that his 100- 
meter butterfly record has held 
up for four years. The next 
oldest record, now, I think, is 
about a year old. 
"But Markis remarkable. You 
know, he ra re ly swim s 
anymore. I think it’s because he 
lives in a condominium in Los 
Angeles and doesn’t want to be 
swimming around and having 
the neighbors gawk. But, 
anyway, he was doing a per­ 
sonal appearance in Rio de 
Janeiro last year. He was asked 
to swim the 100-meter butterf­ 
ly. He didn't know he was being 
timed. He did it in 1:02, a terri­ 
ble time for him. He had won 
the Olympics and set a world 
record with a time of :54. 
"But two days later he’s in 
Sao Paulo for the same kind of 
thing He knows he will do the 
100-meter ’fly again.

Senate OKs wine sale 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
— The California state Senate 
approved a bill Thursday spon­ 
sored by the Sen Francisco 
Giants to allow the sale of wine 
at professional athletic events 
in stadiums with at least 40,000 
seats. 
Under current law, beer is 
sold at many professional foot­ 
ball and baseball games but 
wine and hard liquor are not. 
The hill by Assemblyman 
Willie Brown Jr, San Fran­ 
cisco, would include a profes­ 
sional ball park, stadium or 


coliseum within the definition 
of a "bona fide public eating 
place’’ for purposes of a retail 
wine license 
The measure was approved 
on a 22-5 vote, one more than 
the m ajority needed, and 
returned to die Assembly for 
concurrence in amendments. If 
the bill became law, it would 
take effect in January, 
It was sponsored by the 
Giants and supported by Guild 
Wineries. It was opposed by the 
independent California Council 
on Alcoholic Problems.

I and the largest cooking unit 
which is next to the wall is frequently used for cooking 
meat. Grease has soaked into the bricks causing an un­ 
sightly large spot. I have tried wiping it with paper 
towels and soapy sponges but to no avail. Do you have 
any suggestions — MRS. D. 
DEAR MRS. D. — I assume the brick wall is not 
painted. Bricks are porous aad if ao sealer had been 
applied the grease has doubtless penetrated aad so may 
be there to stay. You might try a Uri-sodium phuophate 
solution and a scrub brash, aad then rinse off 
thoroughly. Whea the spots are cleaned off as much as 
possible I weald apply a sealer aad tbea wax for further 
protection. 
A remedy for cleaning grease from cement might be 
worth a try, too. Always test aaythiag ш ao in­ 
conspicuous spot first. Add one-fourth cup water soften­ 
ing compound to a gallon of hot water, and scour with a 
stiff brash and aa abrasive household cleanser Rinse 
off well. If aay grease remains apply some of the 
moistened compound, let stand a few hours and then 
remove and rinse thoroughly. — PO LLY.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Communists 
pamper athletes 


WASHINGTON - Confidential in­ 
telligence reports explain how the 
athletes from the communist bloc made 
such a spectacular showing at the recent 
Olympics. 
The documents claim that communist 
countries have been force-training 
athletes for the Olympics since at least 
1960. The star per­ 
formers not only are 
subsidized but are 
pampered with lux- 
iries in flagrant viola­ 
tion of Olympic rules, 
the documents allege. 
This supports the 
frtquent charge that 
communist govern­ 
ments develop profes­ 
sional athletes to com- 
p ete 
a g a in st 
am ateurs. One in­ 
te llig e n c e rep ort 
quotes a past defector from the Cuban 
gymnastics team, Zulema Bregado 
Gutierrez, as stating: “ All the athletes 
are professionals since athletics is their 
main employment.’’ 
She explained that Cuban athletes 
draw no salary but “ receive other 
privileges which are tantamount to 
salary." She cited “ free room and board 
and clothing.” They get “ much better 
food,” and clothing “ of the best 
materials available in Cuba,” she said. 
These special advantages, she told U.S. 
intelligence men, “ are not available to 
the rest of the population.” 
Another . Cuban defector, Hector 
Rodriguez Cordoso. told about being sent 
to Russia to study physical education. 
Summarizes an intelligence report: 
“ For a classless society, Rodriguez 
said. Soviet athletes not only enjoy 
special class privileges, but they are ac­ 
tually segregated into categories ac­ 
cording to their performance in competi­ 
tion. 
“ Most Soviet athletes who have won 
m edals in competition of world 
significance, such as the Olympic 
Games, rank as first class athletes and 
receive a monthly stipened of 400 rubles 
in addition to other privileges such as 
automobiles, housing and the oppor­ 
tunity to travel abroad... 
“ For every new world record a Soviet 
athlete sets.” continues the intelligence 
report, “ he receives a bonus of 1,000 ru­ 
bles and other benefits.” The document 
adds that lesser athletes also “ receive 
considerable recognition, monetary and 
otherwise, above and beyond tprhat an or­ 
dinary worker would receive in the 
Soviet Union.” 
A cco rd in g to the d o cu m en t, 
“ Rodriguez was emphatic in stating that 
the Soviet athletes with whom he came

the team, individually and collectively is 
oriented to put the communist regime of 
Cuba under the most favorable light. For 
this reason, the Cuban athletes are con­ 
sidered one of the best means of convey­ 
ing that message.” 
Some of these confidential documents 
date back to the 1960s. Yet they ac­ 
curately forecast the behavior cl the 
Cuban athletes who performed at the 
1976 Olympics in Montreal. 
The indefatigable Cuban runner, 
Albert Juantorena, dutifully dedicated 
his racing triumphs to Fidel Castro and 
the revolution. The formidable Teofilo 
Stevenson, the gold-medal heavyweight 
boxer, also always said exactly what 
Castro would want to hear. 
Indeed all of Castro’s athletes arrived 
in Montreal with a full repertoire of 
Cuban revolutionary slogans Not one of 
them expressed a thought of his own. 
There could be no denying, however, 
that the Cuban athletes put on a tremen­ 
dous performance. Hector Rodriquez 
told in an intelligence interview how they 
were groomed for their triumph. Relates 
the report: 
“ Rodriguez revealed that every Cuban 
province had a Training Center for 
Athletic Initiation in the school*. The 
main purpose of these centers is to 
recruit promising youths as young as 11 
years of age ... (and) train them 
politically and technically until they 
reach the age and necessary capability 
to enter another similarly specialized 
school. 
“ The latter is at the university level 
afld is known as Superior School of 
Athletic Preparation ... The school is 
located in the former Cubanacan 
Country Club, one of the moat luxurious 
of Havana, and the students receive 
privileged treatment with regard to 
food, clothing and housing.” 
The athletic triumphs are used, ac­ 
cording to the intelligence documents, to 
divert public attention from “ other 
failures” and to demonstrate “ the 
superiority 
of 
M arxist-Leninism 
ideology in sports.” 
The Castro regime also Inflates it* 
triumphs by counting separately all the 
medals awarded to team members in­ 
stead of the single awarded to the team. 
The Cubans also divided “ the number 
of medals gained by the number of the 
population of each participating 
country,” states an intelligence report 
“ The main purpose of this statistical 
manipulation is to show that percentage­ 
wise. the Cubans can field better athletes 
than any other country.”

RICHMOND, VA. - (NEA) - The 
way it began was that members of the 
Washington County Republican Commit­ 
tee were sitting around last winter and 
somebody wondered: “ Who will we run 
for delegates?” Half in jest, Miz Eliza 
Sprinkle said she would volunteer. The 
joke turned serious two weeks later 
when she made her of­ 
fer formally. Her only 
condition was that she 
must run uncommit­ 
ted. The party agreed, 
she was placed on the 
ballot, and won con­ 
vincingly. 


So it is that when the 
Republican party con­ 
venes later this month 
several hundred un­ 
d e c id e d p rim a ry 
v o te r s from the 
southwestern corner 
of Virginia will be represented by the 
oldest, and one of the most important 
GOP delegates in the nation. Born last 
century, Miz Sprinkle is a few weeks shy 
of 80. As for her significance, she is one 
of about 100 uncommitted delegates 
whose votes could decide not only the 
party’s nominee but the nation s next 
president. 


The early gag has thus become “ a 
terrible responsibility,” as she says. And 
thus her burden may be lightened con­ 
sid erab ly by even ts, perhaps a 
preconvention rush of pledges to one can­ 
didate or another, Miz Sprinkle insists 
she will not make her own decision until 
all the evidence is in: “ I want to make 
the right choice. I want to know 
everything I can about each candidate. I 
read all the papers, I watch the 1 o’clock, 
6 o’clock and 11 o’clock news on tv. The 
way I feel now I may not decide until the 
first ballot begins.” Miz Sprinkle’s 
sobriety concerning her vote cotnes in 
part from her appreciation for having it. 
As a child at the turn of the century, she 
is one of a dwindling number of women 
who remember when only men had the 
franchise. The 19th Amendment was not 
made law until 1920, when Miz Sprinkle 
was 23. “ I remember 1 went out that first 
year and registered. Then a few months 
later 1 voted for my first president 
(Warren Harding). I’ve been voting 
regularly ever since, except one time — 
when I was giving birth to my eldest 
son ” 


All her votes have been for the GOP. 
“ My daddy was a Republican, and you 
know how it ii — kids always follow their 
daddy.” She says this with some 
remorse, actually, admitting that her 
husband is a Democrat and her four sons 
“ just Mindly go along with him.” Thank 
God she’s got a daughter as well, she 
the dear girl sides with mom in 
the party of Lincoln is the 
supreme political calling. 


For all of her early problems in being 
recognized by the Republicans, and for 
all the flak she now gets from the 
Democratic wins of her family, Miz 
Sprinkle has done well with the GOP. 
During her voting lifetime there have 
been 11 presidents, seven of them 
Republicans. Two of them, Harding and 
Hoover, do not rate well in history, and 
another, Nixon, is best forgotten, but in 
all Miz Sprinkle feels “ the Republicans 
have always offered the best of the 
bunch.” (Well, except when Roosevelt 
ran. She remembers FDR as “ a fine 
man.’’) 
As for Jerry Ford and Ronald Reagan? 


She feels both candidates have strong 
qualities, but she is quite stingy with 
specifics. She doesn’t want to make hard 
comparisons until the convention 
caucuses are ended, the platform is es­ 
tablished and both sides have had their 
final say. “ I’m still searching,” she con­ 
fesses, “ I’m still not sure which one 
would be the best man to straighten 
things out.” 
As for the issues, crime, welfare, 
government spending: When Miz 
Sprinkle was a girl, a murder in New 
York would make news in Richmond — 
now it’s not even news in New York.

Veep vital to 
move legislation 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Political 
scientists make a mistake when they run 
down the importance of the vice 
presidency. So do presidents. 
Not simply because a respectable 
number of vice presidents in recent 
yean have become presidents 
But rather, because the Constitution 
makes the vice presi­ 
dent presiding officer 
of the U.S. Senate 
Scoff at that task if 
you will, as most 
p re sid e n ts, 
most 
senators, and, indeed, 
most vice presidents 
have these many 
decades. 
Consider, however, 
what this post could 
mean to a president up 
against a Congress 
dominated by the op­ 
position party. Or led by a faction of his 
own party which does not see eye to eye 
with his views. One or the other of these 
probabilities is likely in 1977 whether 
Jimmy Carter, President Ford or 
Ronald Reagan aits in the White House 
after January 20. 
v As the dominant force in the Senate, 
Lyndon Johnson, leader of the opposition 
party In that body, was a life saver for 
President Eisenhower. He secured 
workable compromises for a series of 
Eisenhower measures which except for 
the Johnson arm twisting, seemed 
doomed to extinction in the hostile 
Senate of that time. 
Now the vice president, as presiding 
officer of the Senate, can clearly do 
more than sit in a chair at the front of the 
Senate chamber, routinely gaveling for 
order, recognizing speakers and voting 
in the case of infrequent ties. 
His post can, if he wills it, put him a 
position to associate closely out of the 
chamber with leading senators of both 
parties He is in a position to be the 
president's top lobbyist with the 
Congress 
In recent years the vice president has 
been all the more suited to this post 
because he has, in the main, come from 
either the Senate or the House, though 
that seemingly has been more forgotten 


than remembered by the president in 
power. Jimmy Carter’s Walter Mondale 
and Ronald Reagan’s Richard Schweiker 
are both senators, of course. The 
chances are at least fifty-fifty Mr. Ford 
will name a senator or representative as 
his running mate if he is nominated 
Relations with the legislature may 
well turn out to be the most important 
single factor in whether any president 
elected will be able to put through the 
reforms he has promised — in govern­ 
ment honesty, bureaucratic reforms, 
energy expansion, national defense, a 
clamp down on inflatun, control of un­ 
employment. Even an effective policy 
with regard to the Middle East, Africa 
and the Soviet Union will require good 
relations with the legislature, what with 
Congress insisting on a heftier role in 
both foreign and domestic affairs. 


Jimmy Carter, for example, makes 
much of his promise to streamline the 
government. But in one recent speech he 
hedged, reportedly saying that he could 
accomplish this reorganization only if 
the voters send the right type of 
legislators to the Senate and House of 
Representatives. 


As we all know now from the record. 
C art«, while governor of Georgia, faced 
a running battle with leaders of the 
legislature through most of his four 
years in office.
